With but four more working days 
until the close of the third and final 
week of the campaign, every indi- 
vidual and every committee is work- 
ing valiantly to make up the $3,000,000 
necessary to save Atlanta's good name. 
To put the city “over the top” by 
Thursday is the goal set by loan ofti- 
cials, thus affording two days in which 
to work for a goodly surplus. “But 
if we are to do this,” said Forrest 
Adair Tuesday, “it will be necessary for 
every Atlantan to subscribe, or double, 
triple, quadruple his subscription.”’ 

The winning canvas of Tues- 
day night was the outstanding feature 
of the final nite of the campaign. It 
will be followed by a series of meetings 
of representatives of various businesses 
in the city. The retail merchants have 
already held a meeting, which convened 
on Monday afternoon, and resulted in 
largely increased subscriptions from the 
majority of those present The next 
meeting, which is set for this after- 
noon at 4:30 o’clock, at -the cham ber 
of commeroe, will be for the wholesale 
dealers and manufacturers, Other meet- 
ings of real estate men, rroduce men, 
and others, are scheduled for the re- 
mainder of the week.

Railroads May Help. 

“Why can’t the railroads running 
into Atlanta subscribe for fourth Lib- 
erty Loan bonds, and thus help out our 
city and district?” was the question 
put to the bankers of Atlanta in a 
species meeting held Tuesday morning.

racy. The president's note probably al- 
ready has reached Berlin through the 
Swiss foreign office. 

Reports reaching Washington today 
through official sources by the way of 
neutral countries, only indicated the 
existence of almost chaotic conditions 
in the central powers. 


Austria and Turkey. 


No indication has been given as to 
when replies ‘will be made by President 
Wilsen to the Austrian and Turkish ap- 
peals for peace. It is understood that 
there is no ground for the apprehension 
which has arisen in Austria that the 
President would refuse to reply to Pre- 
mier Burian's appeal because of the 
autocratic character of the Austrian 
government. It was said that this 
might well figure in a final peace pro- 
posal, but would not operate to pre- 
vent the consideration of an armistice 
which Austria seeks. 

The same is true of the Turkish ap- 
peal, and while not offically stated, itis 
believed that the prime reason for de- 
laying replies to both these applica- 
tions is to afford time for the president's 
response to Germany’s peace proffer to 
filter to the masses in Austria and Tur- 
key through the rigorous censorship 
that exists. 

In the meantime, attention now cen- 
ters in the military situation and re- 
newed efforts to furnish the armies 
closing in on the central powers all the 
men and material to achieve military 
victory in the fitid. 


Atmosphere Is Clearer. 

Washington. has undergone a percep- 
tible relaxation of tension since yes- 
terday and even those who had no fears 
that the president’s diplomacy would 
bring a relaxation of military effort or 
a compromise with a faithless enemy 
wore an air of relief. Everywhere the 
feeling is apparent that the atmosphere 
is clearer than before Prince Maximil- 
ian came forward with his peace drive; 
that the purposes of the United States 
and the allies are more than ever clear- 
ly stated and that the powers in Ber- 
lin and the German people now must 
see the futility of further attempts to 
avert the defeat in sight by compromise. 

As to what will happen immediately 
in Germany it is conceded that one 
guess is as good as another, although 
there is no doubt here as to what will 
happen ultimately. With the Ameri- 
can and allied armies advancing stead- 
ily toward the German border, it is 
believed the only question is how far 
they must go before the people of the 
Teutonic states arise to stop invasion 
by meeting the conditions upon which 
the world will deal with them. 


Leaven Working in Germany. 


Even before President Wilson’s de- 
cision had been announced rumors were 


coming of the proable retirement of 
Prince Maximil , called to the chan- 
cellorship ake the peace offer, 


and these were followed by reports that 
Scheidemann might take his place. 
Such a development would be regard- 
ed as important only as an index to 
the leaven working in Germany. It 
was made very clear agdin today that 
President Wilson’s opinion is that it 
matters little who is the German chan- 
cellor so long as the chancellor and 
the government are answerable to the 
kaiser. 

The leaven is working, though, and

JOHN HUMPHRIES 


DECLARED WINNER 


Judge Ben Hill Loses in} 


Fight for Judgeship Be- 


fore State Democratic Ex-| 


ecutive Committee. 


John D. Humphries was declared the 
nominee of the democratic party for 
judge of the criminal division of the 
Fulton county superior court Tuesday 
afternoon by the state democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, which heard the 
claim of Judge Benjamin H. Hill that 
there were technical irregularities in 
the primary of September 11, in which 
Humphries had a majority of twenty- 
one votes. 

The vote of the committee was a 
tie, and Chairman J. J. Flynt cast the 


deciding vote for Mr. Humphries, stat- | 


ing that as technical irregularities only 
without fraud had been charged, and in 
view of the decision of the Fulton 
county committee in refusing a re- 
count, he was willing to take the re- 


sponsibility of deciding the issue, be- 


lieving that the state committee was 
the supreme and final court of resort 
of the party in the state. 

The Hill-Humphries contest was 
voted upon by the entire committee, 
which went into executive session for 
that purpose, but the other two con- 
tests were decided by subcommittees 
of seven. 

Henderson Wins Contest. 

In the contest for the seat in the 
state legislature from Irwin county, 
Judge William Henderson, the contest- 
ant, was declared the nominee over 


W. A. Tankersley, who, on the’ face 


of the primary returns, had a majority 
of eleven votes. The committee after 
Bearing the contest decided that forty- 
one votes cast for Tankersley were 
illegal, thereby giving the nomination 
to Henderson. 

The subcommittee, which heard the 
contest from the second senatorial] dis- 
trict, in which the contestants were 

: Elders, of Toombs, and J. P. 
Brown, of Tattnall, decided unani- 
mously, declaring Elders the nominee. 

In the contest for the house of rep- 
resentatives from Lumpkin county, in 
which Craig R. Arnold claimed that 
Henry Hyers was not the rightful nom- 
inee, the committee decided it had no 
jurisdiction. 

The Hill-Humphries contest con. 
sumed the entire morning session of 
the committee, and it was not until 
late in the afternoon that the vote

Won Hindenburg 
Urged Yielding 
ToWilson Terms 


Reported That Field Mar- 
shal Insisted on Request 
Being Made for an Armi- 
stice. 


Washington, October 16.—It was 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg himself 
and not the supposedly pacifist Premier 
Prince Maximilian, who caused the 
German government to accept Presi- 
dent Wilson’s peace terms and seek 
an armistice, according to advices 
which reached Washington’ today 
through official sources, by way of a 
neutral country. 

According to this version, knowing 
the desperate condition of the German 
army himself better than any civilian 
and especially the fact that there is 
now no supply of raw material to re- 
plenish the exhausted stacks of munt- 
tions of war, Von Hindenburg insisted 
upon the application for an armistice. 
Prince Maximilian is said to have re- 
sisted strongly, disclosing himself in 
the light of a true conservative and '| 
autocrat, only to be overruled by the‘ 
majority: of the war council at which 
were present the heads of the German 
states. This is pointed out as the ex- 
planation of» why the German note, in 
response to President Wilson’s in- 
quiries, was signed by Dr. Solf, the 
minister. for foreign affaira although 
the prince had initiated the correspond- 
ence himself. 

From the same source is cabled a 
prediction that the German defensive 
cannot be continued for more than 
three months at the outside. This state- 
ment from a well informed neutral 
source regarded as_ semi-official, is 
based upon the belief that e great rev- 
olution is impending in Germany, the

AT LAKEWOOD FAIR 


TO ENTER THE GROUNDS 


Owing to the fact that the order 
of Dr. T. F. Abercrombie that all vis- 
itors to the Southeastern fair must 
wear “flu’‘ masks had apparently not 
been fully understood by everybody, 
the order was not rigidly enforced by 
the fair officials on Tuesday. It was 
stated, however, that the order would 
be mandatory for every one on Wed- 
nesday, and that no one would be al- 
lowed to enter the grounds or remain 
without one of the masks in proper 
place. 

Tuesday evening the Atlanta chapter 
of the Red Cross announced that they 
had agreed to furnish the fair author- 
ities with a sufficient supply of the 
masks to be worn by all visitors. These 
will be placed at the entrances to the 
grounds and will be distributed free of 
charge to all who have not provided 
themselves previously. 

Ladies Will Make Masks. 

A large number of ladies are ge- 
quired to make these masks, as it is 
estimated that fully 10,000 will be re- 
quired daily. The masks will be made 
at the Red Cross work rooms at 18 
Peachtree street and an urgent call for 
workers to report there at once has 
been sent out by Eugene R. Black, 
head of the Red Cross. 

Dr. Abercrombie on Tuesday issued 
instructions for the making of the 
masks for all those who could provide 
their own. The instructions are as fol- 
lows: 

Take a piece of gauze the size of a 
sheet of typewriter paper. Fold it 
twice, so that it will fit an envelope. 
Then attach strings to the four cor- 
ners and tie these strings at the back 
of the neck. The mask covers the nose 
and mouth, so that the wearer breathes 
through four thicknesses of gauze. 
A clean handkerchief is just as good as 
the gauze.

GET CHIFFON VEILS 


| TO BEAT INFLUENZA 


New York, October 15.—Wearing of 
chiffon veils was advocated tonight by 
Dr. Boyal S. Copeland, health commis- 


sioner, as one means of checking New 
York’s continually spreading epidemic 
of Spanish influenza. 

“I heartily favor every woman wear- 
ing a heavy chiffon veil,” Dr. Copeland 
said. “These veils would serve as an 
almost absolute preventive. It may 
become necessary to order every one in 
New York to adopt this measure.’ 

The city was divided today into 45 
districts by the influenza emergency 
committee of the board of health, and 
centers established in each district 
where community cooking ‘will be done 
for sufferers, and from which nursing 
care will be distributed. 

The National League for Women’s 
Service today sent a personal appeal to 
every member urging that all enrol] 
for service in the fight against the dis- 
ease. The league’s canteen. division 
will start out tomorrow with soup 
wagons, supplying soup to influenza 
convalescents whose illness has re- 
sulted in serious financial difficulties.

The services of every Red Cross 
worker in Atlanta who can stw are 
needed Wednesday and the _re- 
mainder of the week to make 
“flu” masks for the Southeastern 
Fair association, so that patrons 
may be equipped free of charge un- 
der the regulations adopted at the 
request of the state board of 
health. 

Forty thousand masks are need- 
ed for the four remaining days and 
Eugene Black, executive chairman 
of the Red Cross, has offered the 
aid of his organization in furnish- 
ing these masks, so that the at- 
tendance at the fair will not be 
lowered for the lack of protection 
against the influenza. 

Every worker who has formerly 
made masks for the camps is urged 
to come to the sewing rooms Wed- 
nesday morning so that the asso- 
ciation may have sufficient masks 
to be given to patrons at the gates. 

Making 40,000 masks, 10,000 
daily for four days, is no small un- 
dertaking, but Mr. Black feels that 
the Red Cross workers will be glad 
to give their services in behalf of 
the fair, which is the pride of 
every Atiantan.

DEADLY FIGHTING 
FOR AMERICANS. 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 15.—(By A. P.)— 
In the face of the most stubborn re- 
sistance conceivable, including literal- 
ly hundreds of machine gun nests, the 
Americans advanced again today and 
widéned the breach in the Kriemhilde 
line. 

The Germans heavily shelled the 
center and left center of the American 
line, and desperate counter attacks 
were carried out. These counter at- 


tacks failed. 
Surrounded Objectives. 


The Americans, who captured Hill 
299 and penetrated the strong wire 
defenses between Landres-et-St. 
Georges, and St. Georges, have passed 
St. Juvin. 

The American gains in taves were 
accomplished through pursuance of 
the strategic policy of surrounding the 
objectives rather than storming them. 
The machine gun filled woods, and 
heights lying in the path of the Amer- 
ican advance were taken for the most 
part by going around them on the 
left and right and joining forces again 
on the north side, and clearing up the 
areas thus encircled. 

The day’s fighting began early when 
the center moved forward and encir- 
cled the difficult position at Hill 288 
from which machine gunfire estimat- 
ed as coming from at least 200 guns 
concealed in the adjacent woods, was 
poured into the Americans. The pa- 
trols pushed forward despite the en- 
emy opposition into the Bantheville 


woods. 
Withering Machine Gunfire, 


Hill 286 was taken earty notwith- 
standing a withering machine gunfire 
and a deluge of gas shells which com- 
pelled the Americans to fight for hours 
with their gas masks adjusted. They 
also encountered vast quantities of 
wire which had not peen sufficiently 
cut by the artillery, and faced an en- 
filading fire from both sides. 

A big fight ensued for the strategic 
Cote de Chatillon, which commands the 
terrain northward and which was at- 
tacked by the encircling methods, the 
Americans taking the Tuilleries farm 
to the northeast. This farm was taken 
under artillery fire by both the Ger- 
mans and Americans late this after- 
noon and for a time remained No Man's 
Land. 

The American advance at this point 
involved the capture of Le Mansard 
farm and filtration through the wire 
guarding the Sommerance-Landres 
road. The opposition against the right 
center of the Americans grew less in 
the afternoon so that patrols were 
able to push northward and westward 
to gain a sure footing in Bantheville 
and Bantheville wood. 

By late afternoon the center had ad- 
vanced a kilometer north of Romagne, 
thence to a point south of the Tuille- 
ries farm, south of the slope of Cote 
Chatillon and north to one kilometer 
south of Landres-et-St. Georges and a| 
half kilometer to the south of St. 
Georges’. The engineers inspecting 
Romagne found it full of mines and 


traps.

ALLIES RESCUE 
BELGIAN TOWNS. 


In Flanders the British have taken 
the important railway center of Menin, 
Thourout has fallen and the Thourout- 
Courtrai railroad has almost been won, 
Numerous towns have been recaptured 
by the allied forces and large numbers 
of prisoners have been taken. Many 


guns also have fallen into the hands of 
the allies. The capture of Thourout 
completely outflanks the German sub- 
marine base at Ostend and brings the 
allied troops within 10 miles of Bru- 
ges, whence the railroad line runs 
northward to Zeebrugge, Germany’s 
other U-boat base on the North sea 

Reports are to the effect that the 
Germans are withdrawing what is left 
of their forces in the north, both naval 
and military. 

In Albania the Italians have occu- 
pied the Austrian naval base of Du- 
razzo on the Adriatic, while in Serbia 
the allied forces are continuing to 
press the enemy troops north of Nish. 


GERMANS FLEE 
FROM ZEEBRUGGE. 


London, October 15.—Several of Ger- 
many’s largest torpedo boats recently 
left Zeebrugge, one of the German na- 
val bases on the Belgian coast, during 
a stormy night, according to a Dutch 
frontier message forwarded from Am- 
sterdam on Monday to the Central News 
Agency. 

The German warships were filled to 
their capacity with soldiers and pro- 
ceeded for Germany.

WEDGE GOES DEEP 
INTO GERMAN LINE. 


With the Allied Forces tn Belgium, 
October 15.—(By the A. P.)—British, 
French and Belgian troops, in their of- 
'fensive yesterday in Belgium, have cap- 
| tured more than 10,000 prisoners and 
‘have taken more than 100 guns. 

Advanced allied troops have signalled 
'that they are from six to seven miles 

inside the German positions. 

Heavy rain fell in Flanders through- 
‘out the night, tending to turn the battle- 
. fields into seas of mud. The low hang- 

ing clouds show no signs of clearing. 
_A continuation of the steady downpour 

would undoubtedly result in slowing 
up the battle. 

' The Belgian town of Thourout was 
|captured by the allies. 

' Thourout was an important strate- 
igic position and a vital transportation 
‘center. Upon it hinged a large part 
of the German transportation system. 

The fighting continued throughout 
the night, and at several places severe 
resistance was encountered, but at 
most points the British, French and 
Belgians pressed forward. In this re- 
gion the battle may be said to be al- 
most as much against the weather and 
the mud as against the Germans. But 
while this sort of sticky ground ham- 
pers the allied troops, it hinders even 
more the enemy, who is trying to move 
his materials away under a heavy fire, 
and through the mired ground of the 
Flanders lowlands.

GERMANS ADMIT 
THEY ARE LOSING 
ON FLANDERS LINE 


Berlin, October 15.—(Via London.)— 
Strong American forces yesterday at- 
tacked the German positions between 
the Aisne and Meuse rivers, the Ger- 
man genral army staff announced to- 
day. 

The allied troops which yesterday 
took the offensive in Belgium captured 
from the Germans the towns of Hand- 
zaene and Courtemarck, the statement 
adds. The town of Roulers fell into 
the hands of the enemy after stiff 
fighting. 

The communication follows: 

“In Flanders the enemy has resumed 
his attack on a wide front between 
Zarren and Lys. He succeeded in press- 
ing forward beyond our foremost posi- 
tions. Toward noon, the fighting came 
to a standstill on the line of Courtemarck 
and eastward of Rouelrs, which fell into 
the enem~’s hands after stiff fighting 
and Southwest of Iseghem and north- 
west of Menin. Menin and Wervicq held 
against strong attacks. Attempts of 
the enemy to cross the Lys near Co- 
mines were frustrated. As the result 
of renewed attacks in the afternoon 
Handzalg and Courtemarck were lost. 
Strong attacks led by tanks before Gits 
broke down. Between Iseghem and 
Menin the enemy was able to gain 
only a little more groun? in the after- 
noon. 

“There was a successful forefield en- 
Fagement west of Lille and the Haute 
Deule canal. On the Selle sector north 
of Haussy and near St. Souplet partial 
enemy attacks broke down. In the 
dense morning mist the enemy advanced 
east of St. Quentin over the Oise and 
temporarily gained a footing on 
heights south of Macquigny and north 
of Origny. An extensive counter at- 
tack drove him from the heights back 
on to the Oise. 

“Violent partial engagements before 
our new front north of Leon, west of 
the Aisne and In the bend of the Aisne 
southwest of Grand-Pre oecurred. Be- 
tween the Aire and the Meuse the Amer- 
icans attacked with strong forces. The 
fighting centered mainly east of the Aire 
and astride the Charpentrv-Pantheville 
road. The attacks, which ‘sometimes 
were renewed four times, broke down 
except for local gains in the territory 
before Romagne. Minor engagements 
have taken place on the heights north 
and northwest of the Meuse.” 


FRENCH GAINING 
TO NORTH OF LAON 
AND IN CHAMPAGNE 


Paris, October 15.—The French troops 
north of Laon and in the Champagne 
have made further important advances 
against the Germans, according to the 
official communication issued tonight. 
The Grand Pre Vouziers road in Cham- 

agne west of Grand Pre is now in the 

ands of the French. Eight hundred 
prisoners were taken in the day’s fight- 
ing. 

The communication follows: 

“North of the Oise we have pro- 
gressed in the region of Aisonville. 
We are along the south bank of the 
Serre as far as_ Pouilly-sur-Serre, 
which we hold, and atso 
progress northeast of Marchais, 
hundred prisoners were taken. East- 
ward we captured La Selve and Nizy- 
le-Comte. 

“West of Grand Pre we hold the 
Vouziers-Grand Pre road. In this re- 
gion 400 Germans were made prison- 
er.” 

The French day statement says: 

West of the Meuse, where the Amer- 
icans are in the fighting line, partial 
engagements are resulting in victory 
for the Germans, according to the of- 
ficial statement issued from general 
headquarters tonight. The allied at- 
tacks on the Flanders front continue, 
the statement adds. 

The statement says: 

“On the fighting front in Panders, 
the enemy continued his attacks. He 
was able to attain territorial advan- 
tages to a limited extent. 

“West of the Meuse partial attacks 
are being decided in our favor.” 


BRITISH ADVANCE 
NORTHEAST OF LENS.

He Expects Great Offensive 
in Alsace-Lorraine in Few 
Days—France Has Been 
Practically Freed of In- 


vader. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, October 15.—(Special.)— 
The turning movement which Foch has 
begun north of Lille is the last stage of 
the liberation of French territory. It 
is also the first step in the freeing of 
Belgium. At the present moment the 
troops of Horne and Byng, south of 
Lille, have advanced east beyond 
Douai and even east of Bouchain. They 
are slowly but surely pushing in upon 
Valenciennes. Meantime the troops of 
King Albert, Plumer and Degoutte at 
the other end of the loop are swinging 
in behind Lille. A narrow and inde- 
fensible salient is thus rapidly de- 
veloping. 

We may then expect at any moment 
to see the Germans quit Lille, the 
largest French city they have occu- 
pied, evacuate all the region between 
the Lys and the Scheldt and at the 
Same time retreat from the Belgian 
coast and stand behind the Scheldt 
from Conde in France to Ghent, hold- 
ing the line of the canal north of 
Ghent, to the Duth frontier. Such a 
retirement had, in fact, been going in 
recent days, when, as we are informed, 
the inevitable bad weather held up 
Flanders operations, 

Next to Nothing Left Germans. 

With Lille and the adjoining cities 
of Roubaix and Tourcoing in French 
hands with the consequent straighten- 
ing of the line, the Germans will 
hold next to nothing French between 
the Meuse and the Scheldt. East of 
the Meuse they will hold the consider- 
able fraction of the Ardennes and 
Meurthe-el-Hoselle departments, which 
include the Briey and Longwy iron 
districts. All else of their conquests 
in France have gone or must go with- 
in the week. 

Lille itself, a city of more than 200,- 
000 inhabitants—there are 400,000 peo- 
ple in Lille, Roubaix and Tourcoing, 
which are practically a single ag- 
glomeration—cannot be attacked di- 
rectly. It is covered by forts and 
would unquestionably be destroyed by 
the Germans if directly assailed. In- 
deed, there is very grave reasons to 
that it will be destroyed com- 
pletely in any event, and at least one 
quarter was destroyed in the fighting 
of the autumn of 1914. 

With the capture of LaFere and Laon 
the German grip on the second line of 
French organized defenses on Paris 
was broken. This line ran from Ver- 
dun through Rheims and Laon to the 
Oise at LaFere. It was prolonged 
westward by the Somme river. In the 
Marne campaign it could not be held 
after the defeats at the frontier be- 
cause of the rapidity of Kluck’s ad- 
vance, nor could it bé won back by the 
British and French after the first 
Marne battle, because of the fashion 
in which the Germans had fortified it. 


German Adventure Closing. 


Thus for four years the enemy have 
held the intermediate position between 
Paris and the frontier and from it have 
launched their offensives. 

The surrender of all these important 
positions closes the German adventure 
in France. All that remains is the 
task of cleaning up the German sup- 
port lines south of the Belgian fron- 
tier, and these are being cleaned up 
with very great rapidity. At no dis- 
tant time we may expect to see the 
German standing behind the Scheldt 
as far south as Conde and then along 
the frontier to the Meuse below Me- 
zieres, 

Back of this is the line covering Ant- 
werp and Brussels, crossing the Sam- 
bre at Charlero and reaching the 
Meuse south of Namur. In this line 
Namur will play the part of St. Go- 
bain and Laon in the old line just 


broken, and Antwerp will replace Lille. 

Along the whole of this line the 
Germans will have a water barrier, 
river or canal, a thing absolutely es- 
sential now that the tank has become 
such an important factor in the con- 
flict. ‘This line will, too, be at least 
seventy-five miles shorter than the 
Hindenburg line and on it we may now 
expect to see the Germans make their 
final stand for the year. Driven out 
of this, they can hardly fail to fall 
back behind the Meuse covering. their 
own frontier, with Liege as the an- 


chorage and Namur as the keystone. 
Watch Alsace-Lorraine. 

But. if the latest Foch stroke fails 
to precipitate a general German rout 
—and it may bring this to

Attorney Key asked to be allowed 
to produce testimony on the question 
of “split runs.” G. C. Cobb then ve 
schedules for the various runs, which 
are not consecutive, and said it was 
the opinion of the union that straight 
runs could be instituted in the majori- 
ty of instances without affecting serv- 
ice, and that this would do away with 
bonus runs and result In satisrac¢ion 
to the employees. 

Cross-examination by Attorney Col- 
quitt brought out that these split runs 
were caused by the necessity of extra 
service which is compelled by the rail- 
road commission during rush hours.

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OUTLOOK 5 GRAVE 
OR UBERTY LOAN 


According to Treasury Of- 
ficials—Campaign Nearing 
End and the Loan Not 
Half Subscribed. 


Washington, October 15.—Only $156,- 
000,000 of new Liberty Loan subscrip- 
tions trickled in today, according to re- 
ports from the whole nation gathered 
by the treasury, and raised the total 
for the loan so far to $2,954,870,650, 
still short of three billions, the half- 
way figure. 

In view of the expectation that fruits 
of Liberty day celebrations would be 
fully reflected in today’s reports, 
treasury officials declared the outlook 
grave. 

“Those in charge of the Liberty Loan 
campaign made no concealment of the 
fact that the situation was very dis- 
appointing,” said the official review 
of the loan’s progress, “with only four 
days of the loan period remaining, the 
country now faces the task of raising 
in excess of three billion dollars, or 
more than $700,000,000 a day.”

Not Many Troops on Board. 


The America, of 22,622 gross tons, 
hasacapacity of carrying 8,000 troops 
and a crew of 1,200 men. Of the troops 
it was said that only 200 or 300 were 
on board at the time. Nearly all the 
coal had been placed in the bunkers. 

Inasmuch as all the troops and the 
crew are reported to have escaped, it 
was believed the vessel sank slowly, 
although not so leisurely as to give the 
men time to take their~- belongings.

Any loss of life must be determined by 
a checking up of the muster roll.”

At that time the ship was the largest 
vessel in point of tonnage afloat, hav- 
ing accommodations for 3,600 passen- 
fiers and about 400 crew. She was the 
first of the ocean liners to be equipped 
with electric elevators and her various 
saloons and assembly rooms were deco- 
rated with paintings of distinguished 
Americans and American scenes. Her 
decks were named after Presidents 
the United States.

Nothing Peaceful About Fighting. 


Perhaps the 
opment of the day was the fact that 
the Americans and the Germans, too, 
fought with a fierceness, stubbornness 
and tenacity utterly vberying any belief 
that their part in peace is a matter of 
the near future. 

The Americans are almost unanimous 
that the German proposals are insin- 
cere, and that whether sincere or not 
the enemy must be severely punished, 
Many with whom the correspondent 
talked during a tour of the most ac- 
tive portions of the front, seemed to 
take the attitude that they had per- 
haps only a little time in which to 
strafe the enemy and wanted to make 
the most of it. 

President Wilson’s answer to the 
Germans was greeted unanimously by 
the men as a document of supreme 
statesmanship, completely filling the 
bill and imposing on the Germans the 
humiliation and abnegation absolutely 
necessary. It served, however, to in- 
crease the doubts whether the enemy 
will in last analysis back down com- 
pletely and to steel everyone to fight 
on indefinitely and impose upon Ger- 
many absolute defeat. 

Despite the rain which’ streamed 
down all day from low-hanging clouds, 
the American aviation corps again per- 
formed wonderful work In assisting 
the infantry, flying constantly at an 
altitude below 600 meters. The avia- 
tors efficiently directed battery work, 
made reconnaissances, kept the infan- 
try in liaison with headquarters, and 
brought in valuable information. 

American Guns Dominate. 

The artillery of both sides was ac- 
tive throughout the day, the American 
guns predominating in intensity of 
fire. Several positions stubbornly held 
by the Germans were reduced before 
the close of the day and countless wire 
hindrances were cut or otherwise de- 
stroyed by shells of all calibers. 

Virtually every prisoner taken by 
the Americans today, and there were 
several hundred of them, was a ma- 
chine gunner. 

Tanks were brought into action by the 
Americans today to break a way 
through the enemy wire entanglements 
west of Romange. 

Units of the second American army

SPAIN FORCES GERMANY

ONLY PEACE OF VICTORY 
WANTED BY ROOSEVELT 


New York, October 15.—The two im- 
mediate duties before the United 
States, Colonel Theodore Roosevelt to- 
night told the Liederkranz club, of 
New York, are to carry on the war 
“until we win the peace of overwhelm- 


ing victory,” and to insist on absolute 
Americanism in the citizenship of the 
United States. 

No peace not based on the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Germany and her 
vassal allies should be accepted, he 
declared, and no man should be per- 
mitted to participate in American citi- 
zenship unless he was American 
throughout. On the other hand, he 
asserted that it was a “gross infamy” 
and disolyal to the true. spirit of 
Americanism to discriminate against 
any American because of foreign birth 
or ancestry. 

Speaking in behalf of the fourth 
Liberty Loan, Colonel Roosevelt urged 
the club to support by buying bonds, 
its 200 members now in the service. 
He paid a high tribute to men of Ger- 
man. blood who have fought for Ameri- 
can ideals, and continued: 

“If I had been allowed to raise the 
divisions for service in France which 
congress authorized me to raise, I 
should have made a point of having 
the. largest possible proportion of men 
of German origin among my troops 
and I should have been glad to have 
served under a major general such as 
Kuhn. If you will look at the casual- 
ty lists you will see what a large per- 
centage of the names indicate that the 
bearers were of German blood. ; 
This war is indeed the crucible, and 
in the actual test of battle it is show- 
ing that Americanism is a matter of 
spirit and purpose, and soul, and not 
of birthright or descent.” 


EVERY STATE SCOURGED 


BY SPANISH INFLUENZA 


Washington, October 15.—Spanish in- 
fluenza now has reached epidemic pro- 
portions in practically every state and 
in only three has it been reported as 
stationary with some improvement in 
the situation in Massachusetts. In spite 
of all efforts by federal, state and 
local authorities, the disease has spread 


rapidly and the death toll has been 
high in most parts of the nation. 

In army camps the epidemic is sub- 
siding, a further decrease in new cases 
being noted today at the office of the 
surgeon general of the army. The to- 
tal of cases reported was 6,498, a 
crease of 773 from yesterday. Pneu- 
monia cases were 1,916 against 2,523 
the day before, but the number of 
deaths increased, being 889 against 
716 yesterday. 

Reports made public tonight by the 
public health service show that out- 
side of Massachusetts, the epidemic is 
severe throughout New England. Not 
a single state east of the Mississippi 
is clear of the disease and in most 
of the coast states from Maine to 
Florida conditions are serious. 

The number of cases reported also 
is increasing in Oregon, Washington 
and California, while the malady has 
appeared in all mountain states, and is 
epidemic in most of them. Minnesota 
is the only west central state reporting 
the disease stationary, while influenza 
is epidemic in Ohio. Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Illinois. It also is 
epidemic in all the southern states as 
well as in Oklahoma and Arkansas. 

In war-crowded District of Colum- 
bia the épidemic continues unabated. 
As a further precautionary measure, 
the treasurv and interior departments 
issued orders that no new emplovees 
of those departments be brought. 
Washington until further notice. Sim- 
ilar action is expected by other gov- 
ernment departments, which still are 
in need of additional help. 

The fuel administration, at the sug- 
gestion of the public health service, 
also announced today that as far as 
possible all engagements and appoint- 
ments for conferences with out-of- 
town persons during the next two 
weeks will be cancelled. This action, 
it is hoped, will help to relieve the 
congested general and local transpor- 
tation condition and minimize the 
spread of influenza.

966.594 men registered for military 
service September 12. This was 187,- 
836 in excess of the estimate of 12,- 
778,758 made bv the office of Provost 
Marshal General Crowder,, based on 
census figures. 

Texas was the last state to report. 
Its registration as announced tonight 
by General Crowder was 531,744, 
against the original estimate of 546,- 
187. 

The total announced today does not 
include registrations received by mail 
by local boards after September 12 
nor belated enrollments by men who 
were absent from the country that day. 
Including such cases it is believed 
the actual figure will be approximately 
13,000,000. This will be still further 
increased by the registration in Alas- 
ka, Porto Rico and Hawaii, which are 
to be held on later dates recently fixed 
by the presdent. 

With the figures compiled today the 
total number of men who have been 
registered since the United States en- 
tered the war is 23,456,021.

All our work, our thought, our money 
must be dedicated to this life-and-death need of our country as truly - 
as the lives of our brave boys across the sea are dedicated to it. 


Those devoted lives are in our hands. Shorten that casualty list 
which already reaches into the quivering hearts of thousands of Ameri- 
can families. Lavish upon our armies, quickly, weapons and supplies 
which. shall hasten their victory and stop all casualty lists.

The Otranto went to pieces on great 
rocks a mile out, almost at the very!

This 1s nec- 
essary in order that every registrant 
shall have his proper classification un- 
der the requirements of the selective 
service act.

Su- 
perior officers in rear must know how 
far you have advanced, how strong is 
your position, are you dead or alive, are 
you held up or are you still advanc- 
ing. All these things the captain and 
major must Know. 

“Now I am trying again to establish 
‘liaison’ with you homefolks. Trying 
to again get in connection after nearly 
a week of hell itself. After days of 
rain and cold, machine gunfire, shrap- 
nel, high explosives ana gas. Fighting 
our way through all tnese, aimost ev- 
ery yard confronted with barbed wire, 
a great belt of it, and in darkness of 
night we, went forward to our objec- 
tives—and victory. ; 

“Is this letter intelligible? Perhaps 
I had better stop and get a better grip 


on myself, a better and more intelligi- 


ble start. You see, I am worn out 
physically and mentally and now that 
I am back in the rear where I can 
ease up a bit, the relaxation of my 
nerves has left me a weak baby.

Those who, for political or any other 
reasons, criticised President Wilson’s in- 
terrogative reply to Germany’s recent peace 
proposal on the pretended grounds that it 
simply opened the way to interminable and 
never-ending diplomatic discussion and note- 
writing, now, in face of the president’s latest 
spoken word to the enemy, have ample oc- 
casion to ponder their mistake. 

For this latest note, written in the light 


of Germany’s reply to the president’s per- 


tinent inquiries, cuts short all parleys, 
note-writing, and diplomatic exchanges of 
any sort pending receipt of what from the 
first has been our single objective: Uncon- 
ditional surrender of the enemy! 

Our armies have beaten the Hun on the 
field of battle.

THE LIVE STOCK DEMAND. 


Edgar J. DePue, president of the Cali- 
fornia Live Stock Show corporation, has 
issued an appeal to the live stock breeders 
of his state to increase their production to 
the maximum—as he puts it, “to rise to the 
call of belligerent Europe” to replenish the 
world’s supply after the war. 

Mr. DePue’s appeal only localizes a call 
that has been directed to all American stock 
breeders, and in which Herbert Hoover, 
federal food administrator, has heartily 
joined, and in which stress is laid upon the 
fact that the once great herds in Europe 
have been sacrificed almost to the last ani- 
mal to war’s necessities. 

Not only have the belligerent countries 
of Europe been “bled white” in the matter 
of live stock, but it is true in large measure 
to the neutral countries as well. Holland, 
for example, according to Mr. Hoover, has 
sacrificed almost every head of its food 
animals to feed either its own population, 
whose food supplies from foreign sources 
have been practically cut off on account of 
the war, or to help ration the beHigerents. 

Mr. DePue calls especial attention to 
conditions in France, in which country the 
sacrifice of horses for food, as well as the 
ordinary food animals, such as cattle, swine 
and sheep, has been necessary'to meet the 
demands of war, leaving hardly a hoof or a 
horn in the fields which only a little more 
than four years ago were teeming with a 
surplus for exportation. 

“Think of a pure bred stallion,” said 
Mr. DePue— 

“an Arabian of the desert strain being 
commandeered and sold in Paris for 
$100 for the purpose of supplying meat. 
There never was a time when the patri- 
otic call of co-operation was more keenly 
felt in California than it igs now and 
when it was so incumbent upon. the 
people here to respond in the matter 
of production than it is at present.” 

The call should be heeded in Georgia as 
well as in California. This state, in fact, is 
better equipped for the gruwing of all varie- 
ties and breeds of live stock than is Califor- 
nia or any other state of the west. All we 
need is the determination to grow the herds. 
The rest—idle lands for pasture, abundant 
water, climate and all other prerequisites— 
is here; and surely the determination will 
come with a full appreciation of the world’s 
need and of the consequent fiscal benefits 


duces the stock. 

Europe cannot hope to* produce any- 
where near enough live stock to supply its 
own meat and draft animal demands while 
the war lasts, and after the war it will be 


_ years before its herds and flocks can be re- 


plenished. 

This will insure a constant demand for 
all of the cattle, hogs, sheep, horses and 
mules that can be produced in this country 
for many years to come, to say nothing of 
the normal demand of non-live stock pro- 
ducing portions of the earth. 

Right at this time, during the South- 
eastern fair—where specimens of as fine 
live stock as can be found anywhere in the 
country are on exhibit—is an opportune 
time for would-be extensive stock breeders 
to study the various varieties and strains 
best adapted to this section and make ar- 


rangements for the nucleii of future herds.

KEEP UP THE WAR WORK. 


Coincident with the publication of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s reply to the Hun peace pro 
posal came the announcement from the 
white house that “the government will con- 
tinue to send over 250,000 men with their 
supplies every month, and there will be no 
relaxation of any kind.”

To this point Franklin K. Lane, secre- 
tary of the interior, has sent a telegram to 
Judge Price Gilbert, chairman of the cen- 
tral committee of the Georgia State Council 
of Defense, as reported in the news columns 


of this issue of The Constitution, in which 


he says with pertinent and timely emphasis: 


“It is of prime importance that the 
receipt of the German note should not 
in any way result in the slowing down 
of our war activities. It is absolutely 
necessary to support the Liberty Loan 
and to continue all other activities with 
unabated zeal. We may safely trust the 
president to guard our interests and 
direct our diplomacy. Our duty is to 
give strength to his arms. He will know 
how to use it.” 

This applies to the Liberty, Loan, the 
sale of Thrift Stamps, the various allied war 
relief enterprises, etc. All must be pushed 
with renewed vigor; certainly and by all 
manner of means, there should be no cessa- 
tion nor slackening, for even the slightest 
degree of let-up now at this critical period 
might easily prove fatal to our purpose and 
to the winning of the victory that appears 
to be so near at hand. 

The receipt of the German and the 
Turkish notes, and the president’s reply, 
instead of causing a weakening of our war 
efforts, should quicken and intensify them. 
As a means to that end, the great purposes 
of the government should be brought even 
closer than ever before to the minds and 
the hearts of the American people. And 
in no way can this be more advantageously 
accomplished than through the National 
Council of Defense. 

This organization, through its subsidiary 
state councils, and they in turn through 
their subsidiary community councils, should 
be so perfected in their organization and 
working machinery that almost at a. mo- 
ment’s notice in an hour of emergency— 
either for Liberty Loan, Red Cross, or the 
other various war activities—the governor 
might reach every householder in his state 
and be able to act, as head of the state 
council as the direct intermediary between 
every citizen and the government in Wash- 
ington. 

That would be ‘“team-work:” and it 
would be the highest demonstration of that 
degree of efficiency which alone can guar- 


antee an early peace.

NIP IT IN THE BUD. 


Law-abiding, justice-loving and patriotic 
citizens, white and black, will be found 
unanimous in commending the course of the 
police court in dealng with the six negroes 
charged with participating in the near-riot 
on the streets of Atlanta last Sunday night. 

The facts as brought out at the trial 
were about as follows: 

The military police arrested a negro sol- 
dier who was alleged to be drunk and creat- 
ing a disturbance on a trolley car. Remov- 
ing the prisoner from the car, the military 
policeman who had made the arrest, was 
set upon by a number of negro civilians. 
The ensuing fight brought a veritable 
swarm of colored men, soldiers and civil- 
ians, to the scene bent upon the rescue of 
the prisoner in the uniform of his country, 
and undoubtedly it was only the timely 
arrival of police reinforcements from the 
central station that stopped serious trouble. 
As it was, the negro soldier prisoner made 
his escape from his captor. 

Six of the negro civilians involved were 
haled before the recorder and sentenced 
each to serve thirty days in the stockade, 
and each was placed under $2,000 bonds to 
await trial by the higher court. The negro 
soldiers who were mixed in the affray were 
taken in charge by the military authorities 
and their cases will be disposed of by 
courts-martial. 

Neither the law-abiding negroes nor the 
orderly white people of this or any other 
community under the protection of the 
American flag are in a mood to tolerate 


any form of lawlessnéss in times of national | Abrahams

peril like the present. And if a soldier, 
white or black, in uniform commits a breach 
of the law the fact of his garb only adds to 
the gravity of the offense. 

Least of all are the law-abiding and 
patriotic people of either race going to coun- 
tenance or condone any form of rioting or 
interference with the course of justice.

“The entrance of America,” he said, “has 
completed a trinity of spirit—the vivacity 
of the French, the tenacity of the British 
and the intensity of the Americans—a trinity 
against which Germany simply 
cannot stand.” 

Commissioner Lamb talked interestingly 
of the effect of the war upon the home life 
of England and France, and said that the 
dark nights of London had forced thousands 
of people to remain at home who would 
otherwise be away. 

He felt assured of the power of the allies 
to win and said that in all the British isles, 
as in France, there is no war-weariness. 

“They all want peace,” he said, “but it 


must not come one instant before the Ger- 
mans are whipped into submission.”

TO GEORGIA MEN AGAIN 


The marine corps igs again taking appli-

| issued: 


“The new method of induction of men 


: into the marine corps, through the selective 
service draft, 


is in full oepration. Several 
hundred applications have been received at 
the recruiting station, 29% Marietta street, 
and those who passed the physical examina- 
tion are now being inducted into this branch 
of the service. 

“The applicants must in all cases apply 
in person at the local recruiting station and 
if accepted a request for their induction into 
the marine corps will be made to the provost 
marshal general, who will direct the appli- 
cant’s local board to induct him into the 
marine corps and with orders to report to 
local headquarters station in Atlanta. 

“The quota allowed the southeastern 
district, of which Atlanta is the headquarters, 
has been practically filled. However, begin- 
ning November 1, the Atlanta office wll be 
allowed to take thirty-five men, and appli- 
cants desiring information should apply in 
person. Any man between the ages of 18 
and 45 may enlist except those who regis- 
tered prior to September 12, 1918, and have 
been placed in class 1. 

Any applicant who has reached the age 
of 18 since September 12 is eligible for 
enlistment provided he can furnish birth 
certificate as satisfactory proof that he is.

ALLIED POWERS TO POOL 
AIRCRAFT RESOURCES 


Washington, October 15.—An agree- 
ment under which the aircraft re- 
sources of the allied countries and the 
United States are to be developed in 
carrying out a joint program was ar- 
rived at during the visit to England 
and France of Assistant Secretary John 
D. Ryan, head of the army aircraft di- 
vision. Details of the plan necessarily 
may not be disclosed, but Mr. Ryan 
said today it contemplated joint efforts 
both in aircraft production and in the 
operation of the machines in battle. 

So far as the operation of the ma- 
chines in battle is concerned, he ex- 
plained that Marshal Foch and field 
commanders, Generals Petain, Haig and 
Pershing, will continue to control the 
air fleets as they controlled every other 
element of the armies under their com- 
mand. 

The agreement, in the form of an 
understanding, contemplates that each 
country shall use its production §re- 
sources and that the fighting forces of 
all three air services shall be supplied 
out of.this production so that there 
will be no delay on the part of any one 
of the three in contributing its share 
to the building of a great air navy. 

The air supremacy of the allies is 
already unquestioned, Mr. Ryan said, 
but without co-ordinated efforts and 
co-ordinated command the centralized 
German ainflieet might be concentrated 
against American, French and British 
squadrons in overwhelming numbers 
for any short period. 

Mr. Ryan brought back encouraging 
reports as to the service of American- 
built aircraft at the front. Without 
exception, he said, where several ma- 
chines for the purpose are available, 
the Sager: age tire the DeHaviland ma- 
chine with the Liberty motor, built in 
the United States, as the machine in 
which they prefer to fight.

After President Wilson’s first reply 
to Germany, the editorial begins, Ger- 
man official representatives rejoiceu 
that the conversation could continue.
